As  an  FYI,  ICP  in  Durango  met  with  San  Juan  Basin  Health  Department  this  morning  and  Liane 
Jollon,  Executive  Director,  stated  they  were  no  longer  planning  to  enter  into  a Cooperative 
Agreement  directly  with  EPA. 


Liane  stated  they  were  working  with  Colorado  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Environment  on 
a Block  Grant  application  that  would  include  an  Environmental  Health  Technician, 
Environmental  Health  Communication  Specialist,  and,  among  other  possible  tasks,  the 
following: 


•□□□□□□  Long-term  sampling  of  GW,  DW,  and  sediment  (as  needed  and  as  resources  allow) 
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•□□□□[  Treatment  systems  for  residents  whose  DW  exceeded  Primary  DW  standards  after 
treatment  (currently  4 households  but  suspect  others  in  the  county) 

•□lIIjDDD  Overall  monitoring  of  the  Basin,  including  sampling  and  GIS 

•□□□□□□□□  Follow-on  to  GW  work  identified  through  EPA  response  efforts  but  not 
completed/addressed  by  EPA 

•□□□□□□□□  Outreach,  communication,  and  public  education 


Liane  said  the  rationale  for  SJBHD  partnering  with  CDPHE,  rather  than  applying  directly  to 
EPA,  was  driven  primarily  by  two  factors:  (1)  lower  administrative  costs  going  through  CDPHE 
and  (2)  re i n f'o r c e s / v al  i dates  the  multi-govemmental  “branding”  begun  under  current  response, 
i.e.,  SJBHD  is  working  with  CDPHE  and  EPA  to  “shine  a light  on  a health  condition  that  we  all 
need  to  work  together  to  address.  We  all  want  to  keep  SJBHD  families  healthy.”
